MIRIAM  FISHER  (F.  & M.).  An  exhibition  hybrid  cactus,  Ridgeway’s  chart  calls 
the  color  Spinal  Pink,  but  in  everyday  language  it  would  be  called  Orchid-Lavender. 
Petals  broad  at  base  terminating  in  sharp  points  giving  the  flower  a staghorn 
appearance;  flowers  almost  as  deep  as  broad,  tight  centers,  petals  on  back  of  flower 
being  still  good  when  flower  is  fully  matured.  .Medium  to  tall  habit  of  growth, 
stems  long  and  stiff.  Tubers,  $5.00;  Plants,  $2.50 

PAINTED  LADY  (F.  & M.).  A tall  decorative  vigorous-growing  plant  with  thick 
dark  green  foliage.  Flowers  are  a bright  Rose  Pink  and  are  borne  on  strong  stems 
well  up  out  of  the  foliage,  reminding  one  of  a bright  face  in  a large  crowd.  A free 
bloomer  and  flowers  keep  well  when  cut.

Flower  hard  to  describe,  being  a shaggy  hybrid  cactus 
of  a deep  old  rose  color  bordering  on  Eugenia  red  with  center  petals  two  shades 
darker.  A large  flat  flower,  good  stems,  dark  green  foliage,  profuse  bloomer.

PARKERSBURG  (F.  & M.).  One  of  the  first  visitors  to  our  field  this  season  was  a 
customer  from  Parkersburg,  W.  Va.,  who  greatly  admired  this  seedling.  A glisten- 
ing white  decorative  with  artistically  placed  pointed  and  twisted  petals  which  reflex 
toward  the  stem,  giving  the  flower  a very  thick  appearance,  reverse  of  inside  of 
petals  very  slightly  tinged  with  a faint  trace  of  pink,  which  gives  a rich  creamy 
appearance  to  the  flower  as  a whole.  Early  and  profuse  bloomer,  stems  straight 
and  wiry,  and  an  excellent  keeper  when  cut.  Medium  tall  habit  of  growth.

A basket  of  it  exhibited  at  the 
Camden  Show  was  one  of  the  attractions  of  our  exhibit.  Flowers  are  of  medium  size, 
produced  freely  on  straight  upright  stems.  The  foliage  is  finely  cut  and  rough  in  tex- 
ture, therefore  is  not  affected  by  the  leaf  hopper.  Tubers  $10.00;  Plants  $5.00 

JERSEY’S  FIANCEE  (Waite).  Rose  pink  in  color  with  the  point  of  each  petal  slightly 
tipped  gold;  the  flowers  car  be  grown  to  a good  size  and  stems  are  always  good.  Foliage 
is  inclined  to  be  pale  and  should  be  sprayed  to  offset  the  ravages  of  insects.

JERSEY’S  SUNSHINE  (Waite).  Clear  light  yellow,  slightly  tinged  on  the  edge  of  petals 
with  a trace  of  amaranth  pink;  this  was  one  of  the  outstanding  dahlias  in  our  exhibits 
during  the  past  season  on  account  of  its  extreme  beauty  and  size.  Stems  are  very  stiff 
and  erect,  medium  to  tall  habit  of  growth,  free  bloomer.  One  of  the  finest  dahlias  of

JERSEY’S  SWEETHEART  (Waite).  While  this  is  not  one  of  the  very  large  varieties,  the 
daintiness  of  the  flowers  make  it  very  desirable  for  cutting.  The  color  is  a ‘Delice’  pink 
shading  to  white  in  the  center;  stems  are  slender  and  stiff  and  the  flowers  are  produced 
in  great  number.  Just  as  its  name  indicates  this  is  a “Sweetheart”  dahlia.

JERSEY’S  WONDER  (Waite).  This  variety  is  a decorative  early  in  the  season,  but  will 
often  come  peony  form  very  late.  Color  Apricot  yellow  and  Pinard  yellow,  with  a 
pink  suffusion  on  the  reverse.  Flowers  are  enormous,  often  coming  as  large  as  12  inches 
and  are  borne  on  good  stems.  A vigorous  grower  and  profuse  bloomer.

ELKRIDG-E  (Griffiths).  This  splendid  new  white  decorative  had  the  distinction  of  winning 
the  medal  for  the  best  new  variety  at  the  A.  D.  S.  Exhibition  held  in  New  York  this 
past  season.  The  flowers  are  of  good  size,  borne  on  splendid  stems,  petals  firm  in  tex- 
ture, and  it  is  particularly  fine  for  keeping  when  cut.  Vigorous  grower  and  flowers  are 
produced  in  great  profusion.

ALEX  WALD  IE  (Broomall).  One  of  the  most  beautiful  decorative  dahlias,  flowers  large, 
held  well  above  foliage  on  fine  stems,  coloring  being  unsurpassed,  a creamy  ground 
overlaid  with  a delicate  salmon-pink.  $1.00 


AMERICANO  (Boston).  The  large  deep  flower  is  composed  of  many  shell-like  petals  of  a 
lovely  soft  unshaded  pink,  different  from  any  we  have  seen.  The  stiff  stems  are  prac- 
tically leafless  from  three  or  four  feet;  therefore  the  tall  bushes  should  not  be  dis- 
budded too  freely.  Especially  fine  for  cutting  and  for  the  exhibition  table,  where  long 
stemmed  tubers  are  required.

AMARILLO  GRANDE  (Broomall).  Called  by  the  originator  a Hybrid-decorative,  light 
yellow  and  compared  with  Sunny  South  the  petals  are  more  broad  and  flowers  much 
larger;  in  fact,  they  are  enormous  and  produced  in  abundance.  A California  variety  that 
did  especially  well  in  the  East  and  attracted  attention  wherever  exhibited.

AMULET  (Boston).  Color  a rich  deep  brown,  slightly  suffused  with  gold,  the  shade  of 
autumn  foliage,  an  incomparable  addition  to  autumn  colored  dahlias.  Large  deep 
flowers,  very  long  branching  stems,  freedom  of  production,  a center  which  remains 
closed  and  good  keeping  qualities  when  cut.  Tubers  $5.00;  Plants  $2.50 


AMUN  RA — THE  SUN  GOD  (Seal).  An  immense  decorative  of  an  entirely  new  forma- 
tion, resembling  the  glorious  setting  sun.  The  outer  petals  of  the  mammoth  blooms 
are  of  gorgeous  shades  of  copper  and  orange,  shading  to  gold  and  amber,  and  deep- 
ening in  the  large  full  center  to  a rich  dark,  reddish  bronze.  This  new  metallic  color- 
ing appeals  to  all,  as  it  is  the  color  so  generally  used  at  the  present  time.  The  stems 
are  wonderful,  erect  and  stout  and  hold  the  immense  blossoms  well  above  a strong 
vigorous  plant.  The  blossoms  keep  for  days  when  cut  and  last  indefinitely  on  the  bush.

This  most  excellent  1924 
introduction  will  be  found  an  attractive  addition  in  the  garden,  as  well  as  on  the  exhi- 
bition table.

CADIZ  (Boston).  The  originator  calls  it  a reddish  orange,  shading  to  chrome  yellow 
at  the  base  of  petals  with  a reflex  of  pale  gold,  petals  turning  and  twisting  so  that 
much  of  the  reverse  is  visible.

CHARLES  STRATTON  (Stratton).  A grand  exhibition  decorative,  having  been  awarded 
more  than  sixteen  prizes  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  size  and  artistic  coloring. 
Color  is  pale  gold,  shaded  and  blended  with  old  rose.  By  forcing,  this  dahlia  can  be 
made  to  rival  the  largest  dahlias  in  existence,  and  has  the  added  attraction  of  being 
beautiful  at  the  same  time.

CHIONA  (Bissell).  A 1926  introduction  that  is  a beauty,  being  a very  large  exhibition 
decorative  of  a carmine  pink  shading  to  yellow  at  base  of  petals,  especially  free  flower- 
ing, stems  straight  and  stiff,  tall  habit  of  grow'th.
